A German resident had his leg blown off and another, an as yet unidentified 
European, inside the lobby of the Palace Hotel, was hurled from his chair and 
Helene lifeless against the wall. 

Inthe street Iny a tangled mass of shattered bodies. lying in pools of blood 
auvidst twisted tram-wires and other debris. 

. + The horror-stricken guests of both the Cathay and the Palace Hotels were 
immediately evacuated. 

Those killed in the ghastly massacre at the corner of Avenue Ed- 
ward VIL and Yu Ya Ching (Tibet) Road, included a European man and 
woman, whose misshapen bodies, terribly shattered, were found slump- 
ed in the seat of a wrecked motor-car. 

In the car the police found a card bearing the name H. Honigsberg, 
who is an American motor-car dealer. 


Another wrecked car bore the bodies of Dr. Frank Rawlinson, one . 


of the most prominent American missionaries, in China, and his daugh- 
ter. 

At first it was reported that Miss Rawlinson was killed but it is be- 
lieved now that she escaped with critical injuries. 


FRENCH DEATHROLL ESTIMATE

458 killed have been accounted for and that there are 828 wounded.

With those blunt words, Na- 
tional Baby Weeky Council had 
its say on one of the most con- 
troversial points in modern 
housing. 

The battle for the lifts ja now 
in full swing. Every man ap- 
to bring up 
some objection; every woman 
knows that they are a nocesalty, 
So it Just scema as though we 
shall have to demand them until 
we get them. 

A few weeks ago, I wrote of 
the part women ought to play in 
modern housing, {!f we are to 
Inve homes which are searon- 
ably practical for women to run. 

A great dent has happencd 
to bring that ideal nearer in 
those weeks. Most important 
is the Women’s Advisory Hous- 
ing Council, formed with just 
this aim In mind. The majority 
of the 1,000 women who visit- 
ed the special exhibition fn 
which the Council co-operated 
at the Housing Centre, Suffolk- 
atreet, during Women’s week, 
were insistent on the importance 
of this problem, of the lift. 

They have to live in there 
blocks, and they know.

Talking to Lady Walston nat 
the Housing Centre, recently, I 
was discussing the prejudice, 
ngainst the lift, Lady Walston, 
who has played a very active 
part in rehousing reform in 
Weutminster, told me - the ex- 
periences of one solitary block 
‘nh that district In“which a lift 
hod been installed. The usual - 
diMculties were prophesised, she 
told me, and proved groundless, 

It-is true that at first the lift 
did appenr rather as a super- 
merry-go-round in the eyes of 
the children, but after the a 
few wecks, this attitude dis- 
solved quite naturally. 

A Vo-operative gulldswoman 


. kinda of experts 


from the North told me how she 
and other women had had to 
fight even the men of their own 
party in the subject of the necer- 
sity for lifts in blocks of work- 
era’ flats. As though there were 
not enough work to be done inn 
Northern ‘clty home-cleaning, 
without fetching and carrying 
up innumerable stairs! - 

Another women’s organisation 
which has got. right down to 
brass tacks on the housing 
‘question is the Over Thirty As- 
sociation, which has roped in all 
in its deter- 
mination to find a solutten to- 
the problem of providing homes 
for single women workers.

“But why don’t they go inte 
service?” said someone of my 
acquaintance, when she heard 
about the Over Thirty Associa- 
tion’s effort to assist displaced 
women workers. 

The answer is, 
times do.”

The Government, hoping for the development 
of an individual type of Garden Village by private 
enterprise at Hang Hau, seems likely to see its 


ideas fulfilled. 


Four more parcels of building 
and agricultural land near Hang 
Hau are to be sold by the Govern- 
ment on the 20th. :

Shanghai, Yesterday, 

The first raid by Chinese bom- 
bers took an anxious clty by sur- 
prise at 10 o'clock this morning, 
when four planes appenred over 
the Consulate-General by the Gar- 
den Bridge. 

: Two bombs were dropped, one 
hitting a Jardine, Matheson go- 
down, setting fire to the struc- 
{ure and killing a ‘Chinese 
coolle. 

The raiders’ next objective was 
the headquarters of the Japanese, 
‘landing party, opposite the Public 
School for Boys in North S8z0- 
chuen’ Road. 

They contented “themselves with 
merely flying over the headquar- 
ters, however, as their approach 
had been detected and anti-air- 
craft guns brought into position. 

The Japancse opened fire but 
failed to hit the plancs, 

TROOPS BOMBED 

“At 11 am. four bombers ap- 
penred over Yangtsepoo the dock 
district, where o severe clash be- 
tween Chinese and Japanese tn- 
fantry was going on, and dropped 
several bombs, 

The planes Jater returned up- 
river and bombed the “Idzumo” 
a second time, the Japanese 
flagship retaliating with her | 
anti-alreraft guns, {ailing to 
secure a hit, on which the planes 
disappenred in a westerly dircd- 
tion. 

Bombs dronved on their second 
raid wrecked the Nissim Steam- 
ship Company’s wharf, though no 
casualties were reported, 

BUND SHAKEN 

Windows in skyscrapers along 
the Bund were smanrhed — to 
smithereens ag result of the sharp 
reverberations of the bombs and 
anti-aircraft guns, 

A lighter bolonging to a British 
firm was hit by bomb splinters, 
several coolles being killed and 
wounded. 

Following the Chinese air 
rald the Japanese aircraft-car- 
rier, anchored somewhere: off 
Woosung, at the mouth of the 
Whangpoo, was ordered (o stund 
by. Several planes took off but 
falled to contact the Chine 
raiders. 

As a result of the Intense artil- 
lery duel in Chapei, several large 
fires have broken out and have 
spread from North Station to the 
Commoreia! Pross building.—Our 
Own Correspondent.

BOMB HITS WHARF 


‘ How near the Chinese air raiders were to 
striking a decisive blow at the Japanese Navy is 
indicated by the explosion of a bomb on the wharf 
between the “Idzumo” and the Japanese Consul- 
ate-General. 

Another bomb fell in the water near the Nor- 
wegian freighter Prosper, docked 200 yards from 
the Japanese. flagship, which was moored just 
beside the Garden Bridge, also about 200. yards 
from the. British Consulate-General, where a 
handful of the Loyal Regiment were on guard. 

As retaliation for the daring raid, which was 
watched by thousands of enthralled foreigners 
and Chinese on the . Bund, Japanese warships 
commenced a heavy bombardment of the ‘Woo- 
sung forts. 


BOMB EXPLOSIONS LIGHT SKY 


Pandemonium was caused when the Chinese 
planes, from a height of 5,000 feet, rained down 


their deadly missiles on the Japanese cruiser. 

OWING TO THE HIGH ALTITUDE AT WHICH THE RAID- 
ERS WERE FLYING NONE OF THE BOMBS REACHED

them a charter for the adventure, 
and on the sails of their ship, the 
Matthew, Bristol Jadies had em- 
broidered the royal arms and the 
urms of the city.

wished them Godspeed and the 
church bells had clanged as they 
dropped down the six miles of 
Avon to the sea.

In 1915 he was sent by Yuan 


shih-kai to suppress the Yunnan - 


rebellion but his troops desert- 
ed when Yuan died in the 
same yeur, 

At about this time he met Gen- 

eral Wu Pei-fu and played an i 
portant role with him in the Chi- 
hilicAnfu war in 1920. The Anfu 
party was defeated, Subsequent- 
ly, Feng became acting military 
Governor of Shensi and at the 
same time commander of the 11th 
Infantry division, These honours 
and many others he enjoyed be- 
cause of the favour of General 
Wu, who was, however, — finally 
wearied of the cecentricities dix- 
played «by hia hearty and some- 
what violent colleague. 

At thia time General Feng was 
practicing a strange version of 
the Methodism to which he had 
heen converted after he had seen 
an American missionary woman 
behended during the Boxer — up- 
rising and had noted that she had 
met death with complete com- 
posure, : 

His soldiers wore brasaards 
fastened with safety pins and 
hearing the “ten commandments 
of the soldier,” which, however, 
dealt with methods of dispatch- 


ings an enemy rather than with 


Christian morality.

No Communism In Russia 


Communism, nearly 20 years, 


after the October revolution, still 
remains the admittedly distant, 
unfulfilled, perhaps, unfillable, 
dream of the bolahevists, 

Despite the fact the world re- 
gards the Soviet Union aa gom- 
munistic, there is not an impor- 
taunt political or party leader in 
Russia that will not freely admit 
there is as yet no real commun- 
ism there. 

They avow that an imperfect 


form of socialism has grown out 
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_ of the destruction of eapitallam, 


but the vital step to communism 
(is atill a distant, perhaps Utopian 
grou. 

Communiam cannot como under 
the new constitution soon to go 
into effect for that is definitely a 
soalalistie doctrine, which’ con- 
tains provisions entirely forcign 
to communal theories. It permits, 
in fact ywtnrantees, — private 
economy, personal ownership of 
property and chattels, ‘private 
bank accounts, and salaries re- 
ulated by merit of workmanship, 
not necessity. 


Not Pure Marxism 


None of those things could 
exist. under pure Marxist commun. 
ixm, yet they are made the law of 


the land in the constitution which 


has been so lavishly praised by 
all responsible Moscow leaders lre- 
cently. True these lenders have 
emphasised the new constitution 
is only a progressive and not a 
permanent document, but the ¢ 
stitutional history of Russian in- 
dieater it will stand substantially 
unaltered for at least a decade, 
perhaps several decades, 

The last constitution, hastily 
framed in the uncertain early days 
of the revolution, lasted 12 years. 
The present charter is hailed asa 


‘much more complete, carefully 


framed document which, it is in- 
dicated, will last longer. 

The new constitution openly 
advertises the U.S.S.R. ag “ao 8o- 
cintist state of workers and pea- 
sante” and states that the econo- 
mie foundation of the federation 
of republics “consists in the so- 


cinlist system of economy and BO- 
cinlist ownership of the imple- 
ments and menns of production.” 

The word “communist” docs not 
appear once in the entire con- 
stitution except in reference to 
the Communist party, which in 
the guiding hand of the govern- 
ment, 


Really An Empire 


To the world at large the Soviet 
Union to-day presents the picture 
of a vast empire directed by a 
numerleally small but all-power- 
ful political party Jaheled “eom- 
muniatic” which in reality | pro- | 
fernes' to be stecring the nation 
toward socialism, ~ 

A comprehensive study of all 
the writings and “declarations of 
Marx, Engels, Lenin and Stalin is 
necessary for a complete under- 
atanding of this apparent incon- 
gruity, although recent declara- 
tions of Stalin and others throw 
much light on the exact situation, 

“We have not yet built a com- 
munist society,” Stalin declared 


“some months ago, “It is not so 


cuay to build such aw society. A 
certain inequality in regard — to 
property still exists in a socialist 
xociety. But in a socialist society 
there is already no unemploy- 
ment, no exploitation, no oppres- 
aion or nationalities. Wages still 
exist and unequal, -differentiated 
wages at that. Only when we suc- 
ceed in creating such an ofder un- 
der which people receive from 
their labour from society accord- 
ing to their requirements, will it 
be possible to say we have built 
a communist society.”

sible for the destiny of Japan 
would at the eleventh hour allow 
reason to prevail.

WELL-KNOWN FACTS 


Dr. Kung declared: “Japanese 
repented acts of aggression in 
North China, following the Muk- 
den incident in 1931, Shanghai 
in 1932, Jchol in 1933 and Hopel, 
Chahar and Suiyuan in 1936 to 
1986, are facts well known to the 
world, i 

“At the outbreak of the 
present conflict China did every- 
thing possible to settle the dis- 

pute peacefully. é 

“Following the Loukouchiao in- 
cident, which precipitated the pre- 
nent conflict, Nanking has done 
ita best to seck a peaceful settle- 
ment and not to aggravate the 
situation, : 


CHINA'S OFFER 


“Nanking has proposed that bot 
sides simultancously-cease all mili- 
tary movements, and withdraw 
their troops to the positions 
occupied prior to the incident, so 
as to leave the way open for 
peaceful settlement. ° 

“But the Japanese militariate 
have done everything to aggravate 
tho situation. q 

“The Chinese people have been 
extremely patient with the Japan- 
ese militarists but our rights of 
national existence and indepen- 
dence cannot bo sacrificed. 

“United China is ready to de- 
fend {ts fundamental rights at any 
cost.” 


FACTION CONTROL 


Dr. Kung then mentioned the so- 
called “faction of junior officers,” 
which he sald overruled the states- 
men.

ELFAST, Northern Iroland—- 


“Ice Cream Through the 
Ages” was tho title of a paper 
presented at the Rotary Club at a 
recent Belfnst weekly mecting In 
the Grand Central Hotel by Ro- 
farian Joseph Forte.

The Ptolemys had also 
been fond of this fornt of iced 
drink and there are records of its 
being served at their banquets. 


Among the Romans, Quintus 
Maximus Ieft a recipe which was 
nothing more or less than ice 
cream, and Julius Cacsar was 
also fond of it, Marco Polo found 
it in China in 1254 A. D. and It 
was introduced into the court of 
France in 1687 and by King 
Charles I's chef into England in 
1626. s 


About 1770 several well-known 
firms specialised in this trade and’ 
really founded the industry in 
Britain. America, Mr. Forte said, 
claimed to ‘have “invented” it, al- 
though it ‘had been introduced in- 
to the United States by an Italian.
